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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/20/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071,5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to 
combination the references of Nagasawa and Nishiyama to allows the user to pause the 
game at any time by simply pressing the pause key as suggested by Nishiyama at 
column 8, [0158]. 

In response to applicant’s remark on page 8, Applicant argues that the 
Nagasawa (U.S. No.: 6,782,281) does not teaches, “a first predetermined value being 
set in the first register in response to an incoming call is detected” in claim 1. 

In response to applicant’s arguments as stated above, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant’s argument. Nagasawa teaches a mobile phone with a 
game function. The mobile phone is stored a predetermined value in a memory, and 
the controller automatically suspend the game when the incoming call is detected (see 
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col.5, In. 15-30, col.6, In. 13-27). Therefore, the teaching of Nagasawa reference still 
read on. 

Base on the above rational, it is believed that the claimed limitations are met by 
the combination of Nagasawa and Nishiyama and therefore, the rejection are still 
maintained.
